The  fact  that  twenty -five  of  the  Hew  Bedford 
mills  have  been  closed  down  tight  for  a  period  of 
three  weeks  now  as  a  result  of  the  strike  of  the 
mill  engineers  and  firemen  has  resulted  in  flatten- 
ing out  the  market  in  extra  staple  cotton  to  a  con- 
siderable degree,  especially  so  far  as  the  local 
demand  was  concerned*    Surrounding  textile  centers 
have  been  more  or  less  active,  as  for  instance 
Providence  and  Boston,  but  the  Fall  Eiver  market  is 
reported  to  have  slowed  up  perceptibly  despite  the 
fact  that  the  mills  there  are  not  at  all  affected  by 
the  strike  and  are  in  full  operation.
